Tax relief proposals from the pres-| 


ent general assembly hung in the bal- 
ance Wednesday night following Gov- 
ernor Talmadge’s plea jo the legisla- 
ture that the hous’s plan for a 35,000 
homestead exemption be abandoned 
for his own program calling for ua 
10-mill over-all ad valorem tax and 
a levy on intangibles with teeth 
enough to secure collection of such 
a levy. 


The governor, in his speech, made’ 


it clear that he would not aecept any 
proposal which called for exemptions 
and urged adoption of the program. he 
outlined. 

The senate already has voted to 
approve the 10-mill limitation proposal 
but the house rejected it and stood 
by the $5,000 exemption plan which 
is sponsored by Speaker FE. D. Rivers. 
Conference committees were named to 
begin work today and the whole situ- 
ation depends on whether or not the 
conferees get together on a proposal 
agreeable to Speaker Rivers and the 
governor. With the chief executive ap- 
parently determined to have the lim- 
itation plan or none, it appeared that 
unless the house switched to it no 
proposal to the people will be voted 
during the current session which ends 
at midnight Saturday night. 

Conferees Appointed. 

The conferees named to iron out 
the situation were Senators Pope, of 
Lyons; Duncan, of Perry, and John- 
son, of Royston, and Representatives 


Lanier, of Richmond county; Sutton, | 


of Wilkes county, and Mundy. of Polk 
county. The senate members of the 
committee all are strong advocates of 
the limitation plan: The house mem- 
hers are just as strong for the exemp- 
tion plan. 

The Talmadge speech was the out- 
standing event of the day although 
the senate passed the beer and wine 
hills, after adding referenda and then 
put through the general tax act, minus 
the controversial chain store tax. The 
latter was dropped from the tax act 
on recommendation of the finance 
committee because it is handled in a 
special bill now pending before the 
senate.

HOUSE REJECTS 
SENATE REVISION 
-OF BEER MEASURE 


Bill Calling for May 15 
Referendum Thrown 

. Into Committee; Wine 
Action Is Delayed. 


The beer bill, amended to include a 
‘referendum May 15 and passed by the 
‘senate earlier in the day, Wednesday 
night was thrown into conference com- 
mittee when the 
senate amendments.

the house but action was delayed as 
the legislators decided pass up a 
number of measures pending. 

Over in the senate a bill to tax 
chain stores was definitely sidetrack- 
ed when a vote of 23-13 indefinitely 
postponed action. putting the measure 
at the foot of the calendar with lit- 
tle chance of its being considered be- 
fore Saturday midnight adjournment. 

The chain store tax bill, sponsored 
‘by the Richmond = delegation, Was 
taken out of the general tax act, 
where the house had inserted it, by 
the senate following the announce- 
ment of Senator Simmons, chairman 
‘of the senate finance committee, that 
he was sure Governor Talmadge 
would veto the tax act if. the chain 
store tax was included. 

The senate passed the beer legisla- 


to 


tion. by a vote of 33 to 14 after pro- | 


viding for the referendum urged by 
‘Governor Talmadge. The Cobb bill, 
providing for domestic wine, also was 
adopted after the referendum was at- 
tached. 

The beer and wine referenda were 
set by the senate for May 15, the 
same date fixed for a vote on repeal 
of the bone dry law, a measure which 
is on Governor Talmadge’s desk ‘and 
which he is expected to sign as soon 
as the beer and wine bills are formally 
enacted 

The house rejected the beer bill 
and asked for a conference commit- 
tee because the senate eliminated the 
Rivers plan for diverting the yield 
from the beer tax to the common 
schools to buy free school books. The 
senate amended the measure to pro- 
vide that the funds from the tax go 
into the school treasury for general 
uses, 

As amended by the senate the tax is 
ut from S&2.50 fixed by the house to 
$1.25 per barrel. The senate also fix-

WASHINGTON, March 20.—(4)— 
| Developments in the cotton situation, 
‘disturbed by the market break and 
| Japan's rapid gains in textiles, cen- 
tered today on proposals to lift the 
processing tax. 

| In the face of an assertion by 
President Roosevelt that no other way 
has been suggested for raising bene- 
fit funds, Chairman Smith, of the 
senate agriculture committee, reiterat- 
ed his intention to move to substitute 
relief funds for processing taxes to 
make the payments. 

“Mr. Roosevelt will hear a lot about 
that,” said the veteran South Caro- 
lina senator who has been moved to 
rapid action by the break in the cot- 
ton market and continued protests 
against the processing tax from the 
textile industry. 

Meanwhile, Smith 
will confer tomorrow with John H., 
Mack adden, president of the New 
York Cotton Exchange. Although he 
did not say what was the purpose of 
the conference, it was believed it was 
to discuss amended rules and regu- 
lation for the exchange, 


Smith, however. has an appropria- 
tion of $10,000’ to investigate --the 
cotton price drop, and this matter 
may be brought up. Smith is expected 
to announce plans for his probe some 
time next week. He has expressed be-

ARGUMENT WASHINGTON, March 20.—Graft and libel are 

hard words, except when used in anger by politico- 
statesmen. Hence the New Dealers are not taking the Hopkins- 
Davey mud-slinging contest as seriously as the words being emitted 
by both participants would indicate. To them, it has some of the 
elements of relatively good political fun. 

Unnoticed nationally, Ohio’s Governor Davey and Reliefer Hop- 
kins have been shooting paper wads at each other for months. It 
began when Hopkins demanded, soon after Davey’s inauguration, 
that Ohio pay a larger percentage of relief costs. Hopkins wrote 
scorching letters to Davey which were answered at a similarly rising 
temperature. 


GOING UP Hopkins pointed out the federal government paid 

78, 83, 80 and 78 per cent of the Ohio relief load 
in four recent months. He demanded that Ohio pay at least $2,000,- 
000 monthly, or about 20 per cent. 

Davey met that demand with a refusal, accompanied by charges 
that the Ohio relief set-up was inefficient, full of red tape and run 
by Washington, although the state had the responsibility. He asked 
Hopkins to take it over two weeks ago. At that time, Hopkins re- 
fused on the ground that it was the state’s job to run relief. 

The situation attracted national attention only when Hopkins 
picked up a mud-pie full of graft charges and hurled it at Davey 
and ‘‘certain high officials,’ saying they were shaking down busi- 
ness men, and Davey replied with a charge of libel. 

The assumption at Federal Emergency Relief headquarters is 
that several people may get soiled in the current melee, but no 
one will get hurt. 


SIGNIFICANCE 


HOLLYWOOD, March 20,—Holly- 
w may soon be called on to open 
its archives to the historians of the 
world. The men who keep the records 
of civilization are beginning to regard 
Hollywood as the next great mine of 
information. 

_It always has required capital to 
dig up and exhume important facts. 
These funds haven’t been available in 
many instances, regardless of the zeal 
of the researchers. But Hollywood, 
somehow, has supplied them. 

Perhaps this is due to the money 
behind motion pictures; perhaps it is 
due to sincerity of purpose, which 
Hollywood producers deem important.

Mr.. Wiley, who at 65. years was 
widely known in both business and 
editorial departments of journalism, 
died after eight days of convalescence 
following an operation. Cause of death 
Was cited by the attending surgeon 
as a cerebral thrombosis, 

During his life Mr. Wiley was hon- 

ored with decorations by several! 
European governments. He ni:mbered 
among his friends many figures 
in American politics and journalism. 

Less than two months ago the So- 
ciety of the Genesee, whith he found- 
ed, celebrated jointly its thirty-sixth 
annual dinner and the fiftieth anni- 
versary of Mr. Wiley’s entrance into 
journalism.

?. Marvin Underwood, who deelared 
that homes and farms of moonshiners 
would be levied on by the government 
to collect fines assessed for making 
corn whisky. were made Wednesday. 

W. K. Johnston, inspector in charge 
of the Alcohol Tax Unit in Georgia, 
declared that more corn liquor is con- 
sumed in Atlanta than in any other 
city in the south and then went on 
to tell of the indescribable filth in 
which such whisky is made. 

Judge Underwood,. in sentencing 
Carl Thomas, of Rockdele county, to 
pay a fine of $300 and serve a six- 
month jail sentence for making corn 
liquor, pointed out that a fine is man- 
datory and a tax on the liquor found 
is automatic. Consequently, any prop- 
erty possessed by violators of the in- 
ternal revenue law must be sold to 
satisfy the tax due the government 
and also to pay fines levied. 

“Atlantans consume more corn liq- 
uor than any other city in the south, 
but if they knew how it was made 
they could confine themselves solely 
to tax-paid whisky made in reliable 
distilleries,” Mr. Johnston said. 

“I have conducted raids on Georgia 
moonshine stills and have found filth 
six inches deep on top of the open 
férmenters used by the moonshiners. 
It is nothing unusual to find maggots, 
yellow jackets and even dead snakes 
in the fermentérs, and on one oc- 
casion we even discovered a dead hog. 
Furthermore, negroes are generally 
employed to tend the stille and often 
we find them to be suffering from 
serious social diseases. In almost every 
instance, these negroes are by no 
means clean.

rounded by most jagged, volcanic 1 


mountains. Some of them were 
striped in bronze, black and 
yellow, like gigantic zebras. At 
times the desert looked like 
infernal regions, with ‘Joshua’ 
trees whirling their thorny 
branches in the wind like dancing 
dervishes. 

“The beautiful high hills from 
Bakersfield to Kern River canon 
were as green as emerald, and all 
down the ravines were flaming 
orange carpets of poppies, pale 
yellow veils of wild primroses and 
blue ones of forget-me-nots. 

“After we crossed the Sierras 
on the way back the scene again 
was: filled with the beauty of 
green and flowers, mingled with 
biue and purple.- Imagine this 
lush color scheme breaking out 
from a snow mantle! As we trav- 
eled toward Merced late in the 
afternoon, on our right lay the 
whole rante covered with snow 
against masses of billowy clouds, 
all bathed in the rosy light of 
sunset.”’

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Being a mere neophyte in the business of ballistics, I am | 
somewhat back on my heels with all this streamline business. | 

They have brought the idea over to golf balls. I saw my! 
first streamlined golf ball yesterday. Also the first streamlined 
golf club, the one which George Sargent has developed. 

A perfectly smooth golf ball does not travel very 
far. It drops to earth after a short flight, finishing with 
a fair roll. 

In fact, they got the idea for putting markings on golf balls 
when they noted that the smooth balls traveled farther after 
they had been hacked up a bit. Hence the variety of designs, 
whorls, lines, dots, dimples and so on. 

The streamlined golf ball effects the results of 
stream lining through a system of whorls which con- 
volve and meet ‘so that at no time does the air resist- 
ance meet a standard resistance. Hence the amount of 
back spin is reduced. (Are you still there? ) 

Streamlining does not seek to cut through the air. The 
streamlined cars and other objects have blunt, rounded fronts. 
The idea is to slip the air off the traveling object as fast as 
possible. That’s why the new cars and airplanes get more 
speed. The air leaves them quicker. 

The same idea is carried on by the markings on the 
streamlined golf ball. The air leaves the ball quicker 
and there is no standard resistance because there is no 
uniform design on the ball. Hence it travels more dis- 
tance with direct speed. 

It requires more power to raise an automobile’s speed from 
50 to 60 miles an hour than it does to lift it from 10 to 50 
miles an hour. All because of air resistance. 

A rifle bullet or a shell is more subject to wind drift 
if fired at a terrific speed than at a slower one. 

It all sounds very simple but it leaves one feeling a bit 
simple, Or maybe that’s just your old partner who feels that 
way. : 


THE STREAMLINED CLUB. 

There is a picture, somewhere on this sports page, of} 
George Sargent with the streamlined tlub which he has de-| 
veloped. 

He is shown with the model. The club has an ordi- 
nary face. But the remainder of the club shelves off in 

the manner of a fin. It comes back to a thin edge. It 

is something like fitting a shaft to one side of an ax and 

swinging through to strike the ball with the blunt, flat 

surface. Except, of course, the club is so designed that 

the head goes off on the proper curve, not an abrupt 

line. 

And the shaft is streamlined also, coming back to an edge. | 

And does it work? Well, I asked George Sargent |

‘It goes so much smoother and) 
faster that | almost broke my neck. the first time I swung it. |

Jacobson, “everyone knows that it is 
important to relax—to conserve en- 
ergy—to eliminate waste motion, 
few know how to do it.

These he drops into a collecting bag, 
wrapped in separate cloth bags, while 
he resets the traps and examines those 
that are not sprung. He returns to 
camp with his specimens. 

Now comes the part that takes time 
to complete. Ed takes one cloth bag, 
dump’ the specimen out, turns the 
sack inside out, and very carefully 
picks off any fleas or mites or ticks 
or whatnot that happen to be there. 
Then with a pair of forceps in each 
hand, he carefully examines the furs 
of the specimens for additional para- 
sites. This done, he picks up his meas- 
uring tape, makes the routine measure- 
ments, and then prepares the animal

‘as a specimen. 


He then removes the 
intestines and examines them for para- 
Tapeworm, roundworm, and 
other endo-parasites he removes care- 
fully and -places them in small vials. 
Into the vials go small labels, each 
bearing the number of the specimen, 
where it was taken, and the name of 
the collector. When these vials get 
numerous, and they often do with Ed, 
he ships them off to Wasihngton, 
where the Bureau of Animal Industry 
is busy identifying them and noting 
their characteristics.

The idea is to find out just what part 
parasites play in the life cycles of the 
animals, and if they have any in- 
fluence on population fluctuations. 

Up in Minnesota, where work of this 
sort has been going on for some time 
in the Lake Alexander region, | am 
told that it is not rare to find one 
snowshoe rabbit with as many as 20,- 
000 parasites. How an animal like 
that can live, I don’t understand. Yet 
it is not the direct action of the para- 
sites that is important. It is the 
various viruses that they carry. Tula- 
remia, the great plague of rodents, is 
a disease spread in this fashion.

STRANGE WAYS OF INDIA, | 
IV—Brahma, Vishnu and Siva. 

Four faces for one being may seem 
a great many: but that is how Hindus 
picture the mighty god, Brahma. He 
is said to look “in all directions at) 
once’—that is, north, south,east and 
west, 

Two-thirds of the people in India 
are classed as members of the Brahman 
faith. ‘They worship many gods and 
goddesses, but chief among them are 
Brahma, Vishnu and Siva. 

Hindus have called Brahma “the 
creator of all things,” and “the World

Spirit.” It is the custom for his tem- 
ples to have four doorways. Each 
doorway faces one of the four main 
directions. 

There was a time when Brahma 
ranked first in the minds of most Hin- 
dus; but he has given place, in large 
measure, to Vishnu. 

Long ago, Vishnu was honored as 
ruler of the sun: but as time passed 


he grew to be much more than that. , 


/ Sacred writings of the Hindus say) 


that he has come to earth many times | 
—ijin the form of animals, and in the 


form of a human being. Once, we are 

told. he appeared as the hero Rama. 

Vishnu is pictured, sometimes, in 
the form of a human beig—with four 
arms but with only a single head. 
The entrance to one of his temples 
must face the rising sun. 

An enemy of Vishnu is Siva; who 
may be described as “the lord of 
death.” His temples face the setting 
sun, to show that this god stands for 
the dying day. 

In Hindu lore we find many things 
said about Siva. He is not only rul- 
er of the dead, but he also has power 
over storms and fire, even over the 
sun and the moon. 

Hindus do not agree about the pow- 
ers which their gods are supposed to 
have. Some place Siva in the first 
places They declare that he does 
things which others say are done by 
Vishnu or Brahma. 

Sometimes, but not always, Siva is 
pictured with five heads, or faces; 
and it is told that he rides on the 
back of a bull. In his hands he is 
supposed to carry a bow, a thunder 
bolt, an ax and other weapons, 

Among the other Hindu gods is 
Agni, god of fire. He has been placed 
before the people as having two faces, 
three Jegs and seven arms.
